MRS, KEELEY, MRS. STIRLING, AND MR, W. 
LACY. 

The three performers we have specified 
above, are inferior to none alive, in bur- 
lesque and genteel comedy. Mrs. Keeley, 
indeed, is as great as she can be—to act 
such small parts. There is great animation 
and vivacity in this actress. Every look is 
eloquent, every tone is full of significance, 
and her pathos is only rivalled by her 
humour. It is a pity with such talents 
she did not choose a higher walk of art ; 
but she imparts so much interest even to 
small parts, that the stage could ill afford to 
lose her therein. Mrs. Keeley is short and 
stout, and but for a brilliant eye, she would 
be little less than handsome. 

Mrs. Stirling is one of the most natural, 
lady-like, and finished actresses on the 
boards. She is less intense than Mrs. 
Keeley, but is hardly inferior. She wins 
upon us whether we will or not with her 
grace, her ease, and her charming frank- 
ness. In pathos she is fine, but she is not 
a poetic actress. If any demands are made 
on the imagination, Mrs Stirling fails; but 
fine sense, perfect self-possession, and great 
vivacity, are sufficient to make a first-rate 
actress, which Mrs, Stirling. assuredly is. 
She has a sweet voice, and her person is a 
fine one. 

Walter Lacy is, perhaps, the best light 
comedian on the boards. In such parts as 
Mercutio he has no rival. His gentlemanly 
ease, his correct conception, and fine taste 
are undeniable. Probably there is no one 





alive who can look the man of fashion and 
fastidious refinement like Lacy. He has 
hitherto had but few opportunities for the 
display of his fine talent in parts worthy of 
him. He has every physical requisite for 
the stage. 





METROPOLITAN THEATRES. 





HER MAJESTY’S THEATRE. 


The preparations for the opening of this 
great lyric theatre on Saturday next, are 
proceeding with rapidity in every depart- 
ment. Several of the leading vocalists of 
the forthcoming season have already reached 
London. Mademoiselle Caroline Duprez, 
accompanied by her father and mother, 
arrived on Thursday. Calzolari, Signor 
Blanchi (a new basso), and Madame Fior- 
entini are also amongst the artists reported 
at head-quarters.

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other, This law has the effect of exposing 
the damsels to the fascination of a new party 
of admirers—namely, the God of Love 
himself and his attendant Cupids—who 
bear them off as a prize. The villagers, 
breaking through legal restrictions, catch 
these supernaturals in a beautiful cage, con- 
structed of boughs of flowers, and entrust 
the custody of the captives to the ladies of 
the court. These are persuaded by the 
Cupids to set them at liberty, and are 
imprisoned in their turn by the ungrateful 
deities, after a variety of amusing incidents. 
The prince, attended by his guards, again 
attempts to carry off the village beauty, but 
on this occasion the bridegroom has a friend 
in the God of Love, who rises into the air, 
with his attendant Cupids, bearing the 
youthful lovers above the reach of their 
pursuers. The ballet has already had a 
general rehearsal.

A very agreeable trifle, entitled a Morn- 
ing Call, by Mr. C. Dance, was produced 
at this house on Monday evening. There 
are but two characters in it, which are ex- 
cellently supported by Mr. Anderson and 
Mrs. Nesbitt; the principal incident con- 
sists of a widow who has made a vow not to 
be married again, and who is so couped 
and teased by turns, that in order to obtain 
her peace and quiet, she ultimately consents 
to, become a wife again. It was perfectly 
successful.

The pantomime of Harlequin 
and Sir John Falstaff, which has deservedly 
outlived all its Christmas contemporaries, 
still elicits shouts of laughter and applause 
from crowded audiences every evening.

The crowded state of this beautiful theatre 
on each night of performance clearly proves 
at once, the attractive nature of the per- 
formances; and the admirable manner in 
which every facility for the accommodation 
of the public, has been arranged and carried 
out.

THE LAST EXIT OF MACREADY AND 
THE WEEKLY NEWS. 

The curtain has fallen, and William 
Charles Macready isa name! “ Life’s but 
a walking shadow,” exclaims Shakspere in 
Macbeth, with a deep and solemn pathos 
peculiar to the immortal poet. All we love 
and admire, all we cherish and revere de- 
parts from us, never to return. 

For forty years Mr. Macready has studied 
in his arduous profession, and for half that 
period he has held the foremost rank. We 
regret, therefore, that Mr. Tomlines, the 
critic of the Weekly News, has chosen this 
time to disparage the talents of an actor who, 
with all his faults, was second only to Ed- 
mund Kean, ‘We believe the article to 
which we refer, ‘‘the theatrical career of 
Mr. Macready,” is the sincere expression of 
the writer’s feeling; but where he says “he 
lacks entirely the power of personification,” 
we must demur to such a dogma, and assert 
that there is no actor now alive as capable 
of personifying many parts as Macready. 
We agree with Mr. Tomlines that this 
ability was not so great as a Shaksperian 
actor, as in such parts as Werner, Richelieu, 
and the King of the Commons. Let it be 
remembered that even when, Edmund Kean 
was alive, Macready stood foremost as Wer- 
ner, Virginius, William Tell, &c. 

We know it is the opinion of Sheridan 
Knowles, that Macready “was a much 
greater actor than John Kemble,” but we 
doubt the accuracy of this judgement ;_ for 





his great parts were not of so lofty an order 
as Kemble’s, who was greatest in Cariolanus, 
Brutus, Hamlet, Wolsey, Prospero, &c. 
Probably, from all we can learn from 
the best judges, the actors of this 
country would stand in this order of merit, 
viz. 1 Kean; 2 John Kemble; 3 Macready; 
4 Young and Charles Kemble ; 5 Vanden- 
hoff; 6 Phelps; and immediately after 
these Wallack, H. Betty, Brooke, Creswick, 
&e. Surely, then, Mr. Macready’s position 
was high? Did any one ever maintain the 
reputation of a fine actor for many years 
without merit? We do not say that Ma- 
cready was a very great actor, but we un- 
hesitatingly express our opinion that his 
intellect was subtile, and his art most elabo- 
rate. Ifhe had possessed the imagination 
of Kean, he might have been equal to him ; 
but Macready depended on minute shades, 
and Kean appealed at once to the heart and 
the passions. Short of absolute greatness, 
then, no point of excellence should be 
denied to ‘‘the last of the tragedians;’? who 
as manager and actor is entitled to all res 
spect. 





ELOCUTION SOCIETY, 
WHEATSHAEF TAVERN, HAND COURT, HOLBORN 


This society which has been of long 
standing has remodelled on Wednesday the 
12th instant. A lecture was delivered on 
the occasion, by a gentleman from the 
provinces, of no ordinary ability, who’ in 
powerful and fluant language, expatiated 
on the ends and objects of Elocution, its 
influence on the bar, the pulpit. and .the 
stage—and pointed out by lucid arguments, 
how defective those great standards of the 
language are in point of gesticulation and 
vocal cultivation, illustrated by anecdotes 
and facts that came from time to; time under 
his observation during his commerce, with 
the world ; the impossibility for; enforcing 
arguments, whether theological, , foresnic, 
or dramatical, without possessing a perfect 
mastery over the auditory by grace, ease, 
and articulation, which are only derivable 
from the study of Elocution. The lecture’ 
was listened to with admiration by a 
crowded room, and only interrupted by oc« 
casional hearty applause. His ‘son, a'child 
of only eight years of age{'recited Collins’ 
Ode on the Passions, and ‘though evideritly 
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tutored by the care of the father, was, from 
his mode of delivering this most difficult 
poetical rhapsody, in himself, a proof posi- 
tive what may be affected by a close study 
of the rules of the art; and gave, as far as 
precocious talent can go, a happy earnest 
of future excellence. The night of meeting 
is on the Wednesday in every week ; and 
all lovers of elocution can dispose profitably 
of a few leisure hours, by giving their at- 
tendance to hear the criticisms delivered by 
the members on the different reciters, who 
put themselves forward as candidates for 
popularity in the society.

THE STAGE.—A PUBLIC INSTITUTION. 


Following up the few remarks made in 
my last, on the moral good likely to accrue 
from a legitimate developement of the re- 
sources of the stage, I will now venture to 
give expression to an opinion long held by 
me, that it should become a national insti- 
tution for the dissemination of morals, and 
the inculcation of truth and sound principles, 
and not, as it now is, a commercial specu- 
lation for the aggrandisement and wealth of 
its managers. ; 

If it is true that the happiness and well- 
being of society rests upon the morality and 
virtue of its members, then, here is one 
powerful auxiliary to that consummation so 
devoutly to be wished. Here we have a 
great moral lever, which in proper hands is 
eminently calculated to raise the public 
mind, and permeate throughout the com-- 
munity a higher appreciation of that refine- 
ment and virtuous sentiment, which would 
purify it of the moral dross and taint which 
exists to so large an extent amongst the 
lower classes of mankind. 

Were the stage to become a national in- 
stitution under proper auspices, we should 
find the fastidious and religious of the land 
very soon disabused of the erroneous no- 
tions and disapprobation of an attendance 
thereat, which, they at present hold, for, if 
we argue the question with such, we shall 
find that very few of them will dare deny 
the potency of its influence, or the adapta- 
tion of its resources, (under proper direction) 
to help forward the progression of the age. 
We should then redeem it from the low 
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position it at present occupies, and raise it, 
as it justly deserves, into one of the most 
valuable media of reform and instruction in 
the nation. 

» Indeed, to those’who take an interest in 
it, it must be a matter of sincere regret that 
so great a medium should effeet so little of 





its legitimate work, and that, it is in too 
many cases, exercising an unsalutary in- 
fluence. 

To all such I would urge the necessity 
of a combined effort to endeavour to place 
an institution so noble, and so capable of 
doing good as the stage, upon a higher 
foundation than that which it at present 
rests upon, and to be untiring in their 
efforts until they have secured for it a per- 
manent basis amongst the Free Institutions 
of our Country. 


GOUGH STREET INSTITUTION. 


On Tuesday evening, March 11, we 
visited this little theatre to witness, “ 4s 
you like it,” ‘* Faint Heart never won a 
Fair Lady, and “ The Midnight Watch.” 
It is our wish invariably to deal mercifully 
with amateurs, and not allow our remarks 
to be too severe, for we consider it is better 
to urge on by friendly and kind advice, than 
to crush the efforts of young aspirants to 
the Histrionic Art by unkind, and unneces- 
sarily harsh remarks. Upon the present 
oceasion we were very much pleased with 
the attempts of the company. Mr. Chas. 
Walton seemed to have an excellent concep- 
tion of Orlando, and the character was 
rendered throughout in a very efficient 
manner. The Duke Frederick found an 
able representative in Mr. Bellamy ; whilst 
Mr. Walton’s Jaques was a most clever 
impersonation for an amateur. Mr. Rich- 
ardson played the difficult character of 
Touchstone in a very quaint and original 
style, and received much applause. This 
gentleman will, we expect, become a com- 
edian of no mean ability. The other male 
characters were well ‘sustained. Miss 


Emma Feist, as Rosalind, was perfect, and 
had a tolerably good conception of the cha- 
racter, but her elocution was very faulty.

Miss Feist played 
Celia very creditably, Faint Heart never 
won a Fair Lady followed, in which a very 
young lady (Miss Ellen Feist) played the 
Youthful King Charles II, admirably. Her 
idea of the character was correct, and her 
actions and stage business decidedly good ; 
but her voice has not yet reached its full 
power, we doubt not, with the confidence 
she possesses, and her really handsome 
appearance, that she will soon become @ 
very clever and useful actress» Mr. Bel- 
lamy and Mr. Musford, as Ruy Gomez, and 
Santa Cruz deserve great praise. The 
Midnight Watch concluded, in which Mr. 
Keates enacted Pierre Delaroche with ability 
seldom met with in an amateur. He very 
deservedly merited the great applause he 
received. The other gentlemen acquitted 
themselves to the satisfaction of the audience. 
The ladies were good; and a song “‘ The 
Rataplan,” by the young lady who played 
Ninette, was well given. Amateurs should 
really pay a little attention to the proper 
pronunciation of names. In the last piece 
we heard the lady called Pawline—not 
Pauleene, as it should be pronounced. 
However, our advice is given kindly ; we 
shall not have occasion, we hope, to notice 
this again. The house was respectably 
attended. 


On Wednesday, an amateur performance 
took place here. Othhello was the play, 
and when we noticed the cast of the two 
principal characters, we were induced to ex- 
pect a treat as an amateur trial, seeing the 
names of Mr. F. B. Chatterton, and Miss: 
J. Marsh in the bill. As far as regards 
these two young aspirants we were not dis-

SMITHFIELD MARKET. 
To the Editgr of the “ Theatrical Journal.” 


Sir,—A short time back I read a very 
sensible letter in your valuable journal, upon 
the removal of this intolerable nuisance. 
Will you please to favour me by giving 
publicity to the following few remarks : 

A few days ago my daughters had a de- 
sire to see the model of the new proposed 
market, exhibiting in Cheapside. Upon 
entering the passage, they were requested 
to sign a Petition in favour of the project, 
they naturally asked to see the model first ; 
this they were denied ; consequently they 
came away without seeing it. There were 
men, boys, and women signing the Petition 
in great numbers. I would ask, is this to 
be considered a Petition from the inhabi- 
tants of the city of London? such a bare- 
faced transaction ought to be made known 
to the members of the House of Commons, 
who will soon have to decide upon the pro- 
priety of the removal of the nuisance. I 
find by the proposition from the corporation, 
that the intended alteration will cost eight 
hundred thousand pounds, and that the 
same is to be borrowed forthwith—that it 
will require twenty years to pay the money 
back, and that the tolls upon the cattle sold 
in the market are to be trebled to what they 
are at present, so that the inhabitants of 
London are to pay, at least, two-pence per 
pound more for their meat, and experience 
a greater inconvenience by the enlargement 
of the market, and all for what? Why, not 
to benefit the public, but the corporation, 
who ought not to be allowed to impose upon 
the public in the manner they do, and have 
done for years ; but they do not stop here, 
for it is not. generally known they intend to 
apply foran Act of Parliament, to allow them 
to lay a duty of six-pence per ton upon all 
coals coming by railways to London. Surely 
Parliament will never agree to such a mon- 





convenient distance, and take the tolls for 
the general benefit of the public, as in the 
ease of the Post-office, and not allow the 
Corporation of London to inconvenience the 
inhabitants, and mulet them out of money 
that ought to go into the general coffers of 
the state, for the benefit of the people 
generally.
